ing you for that purpose. 
From our v iewpoint, 
the upper 
Prado dam site is much 
superio r 
and preferable, for the reason that 
it Is possible to 
make & much 
simpler, easier and less expensiv e 
change in our line and one 
which 
will 
be much 
easier 
maintained 
and operated with less hazard than 
would be the case in the extra­ 
ordinary 
change 
that 
would 
be 
made necessary by location of 
the 
dam at the lower site. 
As you are aware, should the dam 
be located at the latter named loca­ 
tion, It would be necessary for us 
to place our line on the precipitous 
bluffs on the north 
side of the 
Santa Ana riv er, where we would 
undoubtedly,

difficulty

years to come with slides, wnsh- 
ov ers and perhaps washouts from 
storm waiter coming off the side of 
the bluffs, throughout the rainy sea­ 
son which would seriously retard 
the handling of our traffic, all 
of 
Which is highly 
competitiv e, and 
which would hav e an unsatisfactory 
effect upon our serv ice to the whole 
of Southern California, and to Or­ 
ange and Los Angeles counties in 
particular. While it may be stated 
that the county will 
pay the ex­ 
pense of the line changes inv olv ed, 
nev ertheless we are concerned in 
this m atter to the extent that we 
feel that the 
business conditions 
and the welfare of the people of 
the county as a whole will be much 
better if the least possible indebt­ 
edness is Incurred and it 1h to the 
interest of the transp ortation com­ 
panies 
that 
financial 
conditions 
generally should be k ept as healthy 
as possible. 
Tt is also our belief, and especially 
so since the San Francisco dam dis­ 
aster, that the m atter of safety to
